"70.  On  June  29,  1939,  a  Japanese  military  unit  violated  the 
state  frontier  in  the  area  of  Hulat-Ulyin-obo  and  suddenly  attacked 
our  frontier  guard  patrol,  located  at  Sumbur-obo.  As  a  result  of 
the  fighting,  the  chief  of  the  patrol  and  one  frontier  guard 
were  killed.  The  Japanese  captured  15  frontier  guards,  1  light 
machine  gun,  15  magazine  cases  with  cartridges,  4  spare  machine 
gun  liners,  13  rifles,  15  sabres,  1  Nagan  gun,  14  Nagan  cartridges, 
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3700  rifle  cartridges,  18  sets  of  underwear,  15  overcoats,  10  fur 
coats,  11  saddles,  40  horses,  5  camels,  5  wagons.  2  tents,  3  yurts, 
16  mess  tins,  15  mugs,  3  scoops,  1  gramophone  and  different 
publications.  ~  *
